The west 
wind had lifted a cloud over the 
peaks, and the upper half of my land- 
scape was shut out from view by the 
fast falling snow. There was some- 
thing grandly beautiful in that sight— 
in the toweriog peaks on my side of 
the valley, in the frame of barrenness, 
grandeur and winter about my sum- 
mer pieture — thut made a deep’ and 
lasting impression upon my mind.
